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PREFACE. 


Tus advantages of a publication of this 
kind to the practitioner in medicine, are too 
- obvious to need enumeration ; I ſhall, there- 
fore, only premiſe a few neceſſary vbſerva- 
tions relative to the work itſelf. 

I. The doſes of medicines, &c: are ſet 
down as for adults; and therefore the pre- 
ſcriber will eaſily vary them for other ages. 
For example, children-of two years old may, 
in general, take about a third part.of the 
doſes for adults, or a little more; and fo in 


proportion for other ages, the Ons i 


being alſo conſidered. 

II. Where it could conveniently * done, 
I have mentioned the intervals at which the 
medicines are to be repeated: but theſe may 
be varied at the preſcriber's diſcretion. For 
brevity's ſake I have, in many places, uſed 
the word frequenter ; by which I would have 
it underftood, that every three, four, fix, 
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eight, &c. hours are meant, according to the 
exigency of the caſe. 

III. When any particular 8 is to 
be obſerved, the claſſes (as cathartics, diure- 
tics, aſtringents, &c.) may be referred to; 
under which heads as many of the compo- 
ſitions and fipples as were judged neceſſary 
are arranged. 

IV. The limits aſſigned to the work would 
not admit of formulz; nor do I think them 
by any means neceſſary. The doſes of all 
the articles uſually adminiſtered are ſet down; 
and I will not ſuppoſe that there is any me- 
dical practitioner who cannot give direc- 
tions for making them into draughts, bo- 
luſes, or other forms that may be required, 
The vehicles ſhould be either perfectly in- 
-nocent, (as aq. pura, ſyr. ſimp. &c.) or of 
ſimilar virtues with the medicines to be 
given. And if two articles of the ſame vir- 
tues (cathartics, for example) be employed, 
it ſcarcely need be mentioned, that the doſe of 
each muſt be proportionably leſs, It may be 
added,

added, that ingredients of a volatile nature 
' ſhould be given in a liquid form, leſt their 
virtues exhale ; and- very nauſeous ones 
ſhould, if convenient, be given in the form of 
pills or boluſes. | 

V. In the alphabet I have, for the moſt 
part, made uſe-of Engliſh names; or, at leaſt; 
have uſually referred from thoſe where W. - 
nical ones are employed, 

This work was drawn up originally for 
my own uſe, and in the courſe of practice E 
have found it very convenient to refer to oc- 
caſionally. It was the opinion of thoſe me- 
dical Gentlemen who ſaw the M. S. that it 
would be equally ufeful to others, and this 
was my motive for making it public. If it 
aſſiſt the practitioner's memory in matters 
already known (at leaſt til! he has leiſure to 
conſult larger works, where neceflary), my 
defi 'gn is anſwered,

In the preſent edition the old names of 
medicines have been exchanged for thoſe of 
the New Pharmacopceia of the London col- 
lege; thoſe now firſt admitted into that Phar- 
macopœia inſerted, with the addition of a 
few not deemed by the college ſufficiently 
eſtabliſhed for that purpoſe, though adopted 
into the private practice of ſome eminent 
_ phyſicians, and of too much importance for 
a knowledge of them to be thought ſuper- 
fluous to any practitioner; thoſe omitted by 
the college are expunged : the doſes have 
been carefully corrected from the beſt au- 
thorities; in the treatment of diſeaſes ſuch 
alterations have been made as later expe- 
rience has approved ; and a few have been 
added to the catalogue which were not no- 
ticed in the former editions,

}Y MPTOMS. Pain in the back, loins, 
and lower part of the belly; ſhiverings; 
a flux of blood from the womb; nauſea, 
anxiety, palpitation of the heart, ſyncope, 
an opening and moiſture of the os tincz. 
Moſt commonly happens between the ſe- 
cond and fourth months of pregnancy, 
though it may occur later. It may be oc- 
caſioned by frights, falls, ſtrong emetics 
or cathartics, or by any violent commo- 
tion of body or mind. 
Treatment. If the pulſe be ſtrong, bleed, 
give nitre, and purſue the antiphlogiſtic 
regimen: if the patient be weak, the bark 
and chalybeates. In general the medi- 
cines ſhould be of the tonic and ſedative 
kinds. The body ſhould be kept open 
B with 
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with clyſters, or otherwiſe ; the diet li ght 
broths, and the like; and the patient 
ſhould be kept very cool, ſtill, and quiet 

in bed. To ſtop the hæmorrhage, ſtyp- 

tics may be applied to the os uteri, and a 
cloth dipped in vinegar to the os exter- 
num, and pubes. Some recommend ace- 
tated ceruſſe internally in large doſes. 

If, nevertheleſs, abortion follow, diſconti- 
nue the corroborants, and give ſpermaceti 
medicines with opiates, &c. as after child- 
birth.

Treatment. Common abſceſſes may be treat- 
ed by bringing them forward with proper 
cataplaſms, and when ripe, opening, di- 

geſting, and cicatrizing. Avoid evacua- 
tions during the ſuppuration, unleſs in-

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Treatment. In the Anaſarca and Aſciles,

If the diſorder ariſe from the too copious 
uſe of weak liquids, or obſtructed perſpi- 
ration, ſudorifics are much to be depended 
upon. If from drunkenneſs ; riding on- 
horſeback and the uſe of wine, or rather 
geneva diluted with water, in moderate 
quantity, will be uſeful. If from a con- 
ſumptive tendency ; diuretics, joined with 
corroborants. If after great loſs of blood, 
or from tedious fevers; cathartics ſhould 
not be uſed too freely, but chalybeates, 
bark, and bitters ſhould be chiefly relied 
on. In the A/ztes, tapping muſt be per- 
formed, if the methods above recom- 
mended fail. 

In Dropfy of the breaſt, diuretics are chiefly 
to-be employed, cathartics only occa- 
ſionally. Bliſters applied below the breaſt, 
and even on the thighs or legs, and kept 
open, are alſo very effectual. 

In the Hydrocephalus internus, a ſalivation ex- 
cited by mercury has of late been recom-

forward in a curve line. At length he 
knows not his owner, his eyes become 
thick and dim, and water runs from them;

or give cordials, &c, according to cir- 


cumſtances. Dreſs with ſome mild di- 
geſtive, or defenſative; and if fungous 


fleſh appear uſe. eſcarotics: afterwards 
cicatrize. 


If there be loſs of fleſh, defend the part 


from the air with proper, mild, vulne- 
rary dreſſings, while nature ſupplies the 
loſs. In other reſpe&s (the ſuture ex- 
cepted) proceed as above. - If an artery 
or vein be wounded or divided, apply 
ſtyptics, ligatures, &c. according to cir- 
cumſtances. If a nerve be divided in 


part (as violent pain, convulſions, and 
"delirium will indicate) divide it entirely; 
as muſt alſo be the caſe with a tendon 


or artery in like circumſtances. If there 
be fever, bleed, purge, and give cool- 


ing febrifuges; and if inflammation, ap- 


ply emollient poultices and fomentations. 
If the patient be low, and the wound do 
not go on kindly, bark, or other proper 
cordial and ſtrengthening medicines, with 
ſuitable diet, ſhould be preſcribed. _
